HUNG FOR AN ASSAULT.

JAMES THOROUGHGOOD DIES ASSERT-
ING HIS INNOCENCE.

He Declared on the Gallows That He Was
Not Guilty—His Little Vietim Heard His
Volee und st Onee Became Terror
Stricken,

Dover, DEL, Aug. .—James Thorongh-
good (colored) was hanged in the jail here

at 1:30 this afiernoon for asssult wpon an 8-

vear-old girl. James Thoronghgood was a
negro, 26 years old, a native of Milford, and
bhiad lived in that neighborhood all his life.
He married three yenrs ago and had a wife
and one child. He had steadfastly denied
that he was gnilty of the crime for which
he was execnted, declaring that he wasat
Freenwood, about 20 miles away, when the
crime was committed. On the 15th of
January William Buffington, a eolored man
living near Viola, sent  his 8.year-old
daughter into that village on an errand.

On her way the child was intercepted by
Thoroughgood, who carried her into the
woods and sssaulted her. Thoroughzood
was eaptured at Harrington. When his
vietim had sufliciently recovered to stand
the journey to Dover, he was identified by
her, and the ideatification was supplement-
ed by strong eirenmstantial evidence.

Thoroughgood was led from him eell
moaning sand shonting, and leaning heavily
on the arms of his spiritual advisers, Rev,
Dr. Gibson acd Dr, Jackson. He was
scarcely able to walk to the seaffold. Rector
Gibson read the service for the man, but his
voiee was drowned in Thoroughgood’s pit-
eons appeals to heaven. Az he walked he
kvpt his eves straight above him shouting:
“Glory to God I He was assisted up the
steps to the scaffold, averting his eyves from
the poose. After every preparation had
beeti made for the drop, Rev. Jackson ssked:
“Did you do it; you know what I mean?"”

The negro on the verze of eternity re-
plied: “I am not guiliy.” Just as the
black cap was drawn over his head Thor-
nuchu-vul shouted: “1am not guilty, Thank
God, and as I etand here on the seaffold, 1
declare to God I have never done injury to
men or women, living. God have mercy on
my sounl."

Scarcely had the words died away when
the hatchet fell and the doomed man shot
through the trap, There was some musen-
lnr contortiops. but hi= neck was broken
and he was pronounced dead in 64 minutes
and cot down in 1) minutes The banging
was witnessed only by the jurymen, the
logal witnesses and the press representa-
tives. Thorougheood's vietim, little Louisa
Buftington, came in from Viols with her
mother during the morning, but could not
be induced 1o enter the jail, though efforts
were made to get her to confromt Thorough-
good. When she ecamne near enough to hear
his wvoice, she became so terror-stricken
that it was necessary to remove her.

THE ATCHISON EATING HOUSES.

Dining Cars Mnst Not De Run Where
Thev Have Desn Built.

Or10AGO, Aug. 7.—On & bill filed in the
Circuit Conrt by Fred Harvey, Judge
Driggs has issucd an injunction restraining
the Atchison, Topeka and Sante Fe Rail-
road from runming dining cars upon its
lines west of the Missouri river, covered by
n eontract for feeding pusscngers upon any
points of this portion of the road, and re-
tusing to stop its passenger trains at com-
plainant’s hotels and lunch rooms.

Harvey represents that the plan now eon-
trolled by his lunch system covers from
2,200 to 2,500 miles of road and has eost him
£150,000; that he is conducting 20 hotels and
eating homses at which he feeds daily about
2,500 pereons and 24 lunch rooms feeding as
mnny more, thet he estublished them in the
face of great obstwcles, such as incursions
by hostile savages and the raids of gamblers
and desperadoes, and that now the road
threatens to put on dining ears and give his
places the go-by. The railroaa people elaim
that the contract does not debar them from

mtting on dining cars and will move fora
Eimlntion of the injunetion.
